Federalists 
Found Group 
In University

A group* of students interested 
In the study and promotion „ of 
world federalism met last night 
for the purpose of founding a world 
federalist group on the campus. 
Under the chairmanship of Gabriel 
Glazer, second year Science stu- 
dent and member of the United 
World Federalist Organization, who 
was named president of the group 
by acclamation, 'Interested students 
discussed plans'/or future activities. 

It was decided that the first task 
of the group was to acquaint them- 
selves thoroughly with the doc- 
trines and purposes of the World 
Federalists and then to launch a 
campaign to spread Ihe idea or 
world federalism and to interest 
the students of McGill in the work 
of the campus group. 

The group decided to read and 
study literature on world federal- 
ism, and to accept, for the time 
being, the statements of those 
versed on the subject, as embodied 
In thé'writlngs of tKé'Uhlted World 
Federalists. Later members would 
discuss and analyse the different 
aspects of world problems, discuss 
the 'obstacles In the path of world 
federalism, and means of solving 
them. . 

Members were urged .to avail 
themselves of the books and pam- 
phlets available on the subject, and 
to spread the Idea of World Fed- 
eralism by any means available to 
them, such as political and social 
groups, letters to newspapers and 
Informal discussion of the topic. 

It was' decided to hold another 
meeting next Thursday, Feb 2. In 
the Union at 7.30 p.m. This meet- 
ing would be devoted to the draw- 
ing up of a constitution for the 
World Federalist Society which is 
to be formed.

S.C.M. Unitarians Back 
Sponsoring of Duffy ■

, "Canada should 'have a con- 
stitution that best suits the needs 
of the Canadian people," Gui L. 
Caron, Quebec leader of the Labor 
Progressive Party, told a regular 
weekly forum of the L.P.P. club 
yesterday. 

He said the British North Amer- 
ica Act of 1867 was discussed witn- 
out the consultation of the people 
of Canada and . that confederation 
was based, therefore, on a. misun- 
derstanding. ' 

"Confederation should let the 
provinces decide what they want 
to do," Mr. Çaron. said. "At' the 
present time, we have a federation. 
There Is a disadvantage to this 
type of constitution since the peo- 
ple were not* originally Included 
when the laws were formulated." 

Continuing, he said that the gov- 
ernment today is proceeding like 
they did in 1867. Premier Duplessis 
has refused communications wi'.b 
the L.P.P. but, at the same time, 
has not asked about the views of 
any other organization In Quebec 
whether political, cultural, or com- 
mercial. The Premier will decide 
changes in the constitr'.lon without 
the people being consulted. 

The speaker then pointed out 
that in some other countries, tliî 
constitution cannot be amended 
without a majority in a popular 
lefcrcndum. 

''Interest by the people, In parla- 
mentary conferences being held, 1* 
very lo\v," he said "because tht'y 
(the people). have never had a word 
concerning institutions being 
amended in the constitution. 

In a further- sketch of the pro- 
posed constitution, Mr. Caron out- 
lined the following points: Medical 
and social services to be in the 
hands of the federal government as 
well as labour regulations, ' mini- 
mum wage standards and health 
services; Inequalities of privileges 
between provinces to be removed; 
administration of education to be 
provincial but standard minimum 
leaving age, to give all school 
children of Canada an' equal mini- 
mum of education, to be a domln 
Ion obligation. , , 

"In Canada their is no equivalent 
of the American Bill of Rights. 
We should have such a bill that 
lays down, clearly, the rights o 1 
Ihe Canadian citizen and these 
rights should receive wide public- 
ily." he said. 

As an example of differential 
privileges of provincial citizens, ne 
drew a comparison between the 
freedom of Ontario citizens to ad- 
\ertlsc and hold public meeting.^ 
on the subject of peace, while in 
Quebec, such action would bur 
threatened under the "padlock" 
law. Canadians should be free to 
travel between the provinces with 
the" feeling of enjoying equal rights.

Lewisohn to Address 
Hillelites on Sunday 

Dudwig Lewisohn, noted author, 
lecturer, and literary critic, will 
address members, of the Hlllel 
Foundation this Sunday evening 
at 8:30 p.m. 
His address will be on the topic 
Where do We go from here?'; and 
will inaugurate the lecture-forum 
series of the current term. 

Dudwig Lewisohn Is considered 
to be one of the foremost Amcri- 
can-Jowish personalities alive- to- 
day. He holds degree of B.A, M.A., 
and LJtt.D. from the . College of 
Charleston, N.C., and a master's 
degree from Colombia. At present 
he is Professor of Comparative; 
Literature at Brandels University, 
at Waltham, Mass. 

The Universal Jewish EncycIoJ 
pedia says of him: "For two dé 
cades he lifted his voice to demand 
the preservation (In America) of 
Jewish tradition. He became the 
first great American literary 
spokesman for the Zionist move- 
ment, imparting to it the glow oi 
his style and the conviction of his 
spirit. Through his mind and 
writings filtered the culture of 
his age, refined by the Uniquely 
Jewish tinge which he imparled.'' 
His literary works Include '"Up- 
stream, An American Chronicle 
"The Island Within", "The Case of

Defeated by Artsmen 



■ Power to Impose a one dollar 
fine for Infraction of the new 
Union House rules was given the 
Union House Committee at Wed- 
nesday's meeting of the Students' 
Executive Council. The text of the 
motion passed by the Council Is as 
follows: 

Whereas the McGill Union Com 
mlttee, In an effort to maintain 
more order and discipline, has 
found it necessary to set the five 
following. House rules, 

1. Overcoats arc not to be taken 
above the ground /loor of the 
Union. 

2. Card playing may only be 
carried on in the alcove of the 
Billiard Room. 

3. General disorderly conduct 
will not' be. permitted in the build- 
ing. 

4. ' Waste from lunches and the 
like are to be placed In waste

'Mercy killing cannot be con- speaker felt 
doned In our modern society" was 
the decision reached in an inter- 
faculty debate held yesterday in 
the Union Ballroom. Gerald Char- 
ness and Lionel Lustgartcn. speak- 
ing for the negative, defeated Hel- 
en Panopalls and Nick Vlahos, who 
upheld the resolution "What mer- 
cy killing is morally-justified." 

Miss Panopaiis, 'first speaker for 
the affirmative, recommended 
mercy killing only for those ad- 
Judged incurable, not like lunatics 
or other diseases which have a 
chance to be cured. Thé affirma- 
tive contended that mercy kllllnî 
was morally justified in hopeless 
cases, since it was an act of mercy 
In alleviating*- untold suffering. 

The first speaker for the nega- 
tive; Gerald Charnrss, contended 
that an act Is merciful if it docs 
not. break the cardinal rule of a 
civilized society — thou shalt not 
kill. The life of a patient should 
not be decided by one doctor alone, 
since there is always a chance that 
someone else may have a cure for 
the disease. In concluding. the 



that' mercy killing 
was not justified, since it conra- 
dlcted all the moral Ideas of civil- 
ization, as killing Is only justified 
in two cases — in self defence, 
and retribution for murder. 

Nick Vlahos, second speaker for 
the affirmative, stated that the 
negative put too literal an inter- 
pretation of the Bible, and that 
the commandment was meant only 
in cases of murder. The main point 
was whether this was justified, 
and since mercy was one of the 
greatest virtues, therefore allevi- 
ation of suffering' through mercy, 
killing is justiricd. 

Lionel Lustgartcn, last speaker 
for the negative once again stress- 
ed the point that no man can de- 
cide whether another man should 
be put to death, since there is al- 
ways a chance for a cure. 

Helen Ponopalis in rebuttal slat- 
ed that only completely hopeless 
cases should be put to death, to 
relieve them from suffering. 

Prof R. D. MacLcnnan of the 
Philosophy department, i awarded 
the decision to the negative.

The prpbiem of China today Is 
dependent on Communist success 
in dealing with the traditional Cni- 
ncse quests for national self-deter- 
mination and industrialization, Pro- 
fessor Frederick M. Walkins told 
a gathering of the International De- 
lations Club last night, that filled 
the New Room of the Union io 
capacity. Should the 'Communists 
suceed, he said, then China will 
Indeed become a problem for the 
West and the International balance 
of power. 

Prof. Walkins pointed out that 
China, by virtue of Its cultural 
tradition, social hierarchy and past 
history, is very fertile ground for 
the prorogation of ■ Communism. 
The Mandarin system of an intel- 
lectual aristocracy ' which makes 
Intellectual attainment the prero- 
gative of the ruling class, the strict 
pattem.of Chinese family life and 
the very recepl effects of cplonUI 
imperialism, have all combined to 
make the Chinese masses amenable 
to Communism, which also. recog- 
nize the right of the intellectual 
elite to rule. 

Added to' this, the Chinese .Com- 
munists successfully exploited the 
hardships caused by the strict pater- 

naf control of the Chinese family

and the annoying subservience to 

foreigners' resulting from the co- 
lonial- imperialism to which China 
fell prey. . 

In addition, Communist doctrine 
fitted very well with the psycho- 
logical, make-up of the Chinese In- 
tellectuals. The latter love to have 
available a dogma which will give 
all the answers and can easily 'be 
applied to. any given problem. 
Communist doctrine filled the bill 
very well. 

It will be'trp to these Intellectu- 
als to find solution to China's two 
burning problems of national self- 
determination and industrialization 
The two are Inextricably bound to- 



gether and on the solution of ihe 
latter problem depends the chance 
of solving the former one. 

This matter brings the. Commit 
nlsts Into further dilemma, Prof. 
Watkins pointed out. Industrialize 
tlon in a backward land such as 
China can be accomplished only by 
foreign capital Investment 
heavy local taxation. 

The first method is undesirable 
because it will mean the introduc- 
tion of foreign political and econ- 
omic Interests Into China In violât 
tion of the spirit of national selt 
determination. The method of taxa- 
tion is also undesirable because It 
will fall most heavily on Commu 
nism's most fervent supporters — 
the peasants. The latter face 
further reduction of a standard of 
iiving which Is at present very 
low. Whether the. Communists will 
succeed in 'maintaining sufficient 
enthusiasm for their regime among 
the 'peasants despite the privations 
they must undergo, Is a' very moot 
question! 

The question of nationalistic 
feeling among the Chinese Intellec- 
tuals- is another matter t'hat the 
Communist must lake Into ac- 
count. Prof Watkins said. Russian 
appetite for such Chinese regions 
as Mandchurla and Mongolia are 
well known. It Is also noteworthy 
that Russia is now the only coun- 
try possessing extra-territorial con- 
cessions In China, a matter that 
previously fired much! Chinese na- 
tionalism. 
' From the above analysis, it U 
evident that the ground, in China 
is ripe for Tlloism too. 
•.' Should Russia demand the- sub 
servience from China that it Vde 
ma nds from her Euror" 
lltes, the conditions I

Conference 
Has World Theme

Protestor R. Klibansky, of Mc- 
GlU's philosophy department, was 
Impressed with the "truly Interna- 
tional character" of the third In- 
ter - American Congress of Phil- 
osophy, which he attended recent- 
ly as a Canadian delegate, in Mexi- 
co City.. All nations of North and 
South America were represented at 
the conference, and several well- 
known philosophers flew over from 
France lo participate as well, he ex- 
plained in an Interview with The 
Dal! 

Some Interesting aspects of Mexi- 
can culture were cited, by Professor 
Klibansky. The Mexican, book pro- 
duction is somewhat ah.ead of ours, 
he remarked. An ambitious pro- 
gramme is beinK carried out by the 
Fondo de Çultura Economlca (book 
centre) — Spanish and Mexican 
scholar}, who apart from writing 
In their own language, arc trans- 
lating Important works of many 
foreign authors. These works are 
published in Mexico, and sold at 
prices considerably lower than 
those In United States or Canada. 
The printing is financed by a group 
of banks, which demand no control 
over the material published- 

The first part of the conference 
was arranged by UNESCO, and 
took the form of a round table con- 
ference on the danger to Intellec- 
tual freedom in the world today. 
The honour of presiding over this 
part of the conference was, given 
to Professor Calogero, also in the

department of philosophy at Mc- 
Gill. 

Existentialism played a large rola 
In the discussion. It now consti- 
tutes a large part of Latln-Amerl-^ 
can Philosophy, especially in Mexi- 
co, since the young philosopher 
are attracted by lis extreme in- 
divldualsism. The question of an 
"American Philosophy" was brought 
up, and professor Klibansky pointed 
out that there were many indivi- 
dual philosophies based on different 
concepts which could not possibl 
be grouped together under a 
mon denominator. "We nei 
philosophy which is true and val 
for the whole of mankind, not f< 
a particular nation or continent," 
slated at the conference. His plan 
of an International Dictionary of 
the basic terms of philosophy and 
political thought was accepted by 
other delegates. 

Professor Klibansky mentioned 
that he felt obliged to include tha 
French Canadian side in the dis- 
cussion, since the representative 
from Laval University was unable 
to attend the conference. The ap- 
plication of the social philosopl 
of SL Thomas Aquinas to present 
day realities Is a part of French 
Canadian philosophy which inter 
esled thé .American delegates. . 

The next Inler-Amerlcan Con- 
grew of Philosophy will be held In 
Cuba, announced Professor Klibai 
sky.

THE PROBLEM OF DISPLACED STUDENTS 



A fétv days before the Christmas holidays, I 
was invited as rcprcÉcntalivc of the Internation- 
al Rôlations Club of McGill by a group of Slo- 
vak students to attend a banquet they had or- 
ganised in order that the various students' or- 
ganisations of the Moutrcnl Area could meet 
them. 

It was a good opportunity for any one inter- 
ested in the problem of the displaced persons 
to «ce the will of those young people to adapt 
^ themstlves to the conditions which they have to 
meet in their now country. Some of them start- 
ed their studies in their Czechoslovakia but had 
to continue them in displaced persons' camps or 
• in the various countries which they crossed be- 
fore finally reaching Canada. A certain numb- 
er were even close to obtain their doctor's degree 
in law or in literature. But on reaching our 
count i y they found the material conditions 
. quite difficult. They all had' to find work to 
earn a living and their lack of knowledge of the 
langi'.uuc was a great bar to their possibilities of 
y. adaptation. 

Quite a number of them had to take jobs in 
the construction industry, others in the chocolate 
industry It is. certain that we qould make 
a belter use of those educated persons and to the 
mutlial advantage of both parlies interested. 
Our government in allowing displaced persons to 



conio in our country should have a well oiafji-»_ 
V'';isçd program to adapt these new Canadian?^ 3ry!_z~ 
thé situations most suitable for their qualifiri-r r- 
tipns. They bring with them a wide varictjTof" '"' 
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culture and- experience which could be beneficial 
to ou; national life if it were channelled to the 
proper places. 

On the other hand, those young intelligent 
people should be allowed the right to complete 
their studies and in the cases where needed, fin- 
ancial help could be provided in the form of 
grants, which could be repaitl later on nt a reas- 
onable rate of interest.* Those grnnts could be 
made by the federal and provincial governments, 
and even financed by the various universities. 

Canndp. will never be able to maintain the in- 
ternational position which she attained during 
the war unless she increases lier* population. 
The problem is crucial and the cradle's fight is A 
lost oattle unless it is supplemented by, the in r 
fusion' of new blood. We have the i.ational re- 
source*, but we need the people to develop them. 
Once we have accepted people, we should at least 
be fair enough to them to see that their first 
years of adaptation arc as easy as possible in 
order thai they may remain with us. Otherwise 
nil thp expenses incurred to bring them here 
would Ijfi purely futile. 

Already we have lost A certain amount of the 
original immigrants And the figures arc not. too 
optimistic. Let us try to modify our attitude 
towards' our new compatriots, in order that they 
may remain here and become true Canadians. 
Otherwise, they would have been in this country 
diiercly displaced, persons crossing another cotin-
